Te most vicious pirates ever 
to roam any seas and prey on 
peaceful shipping were the Bar- 
bary Pirates, Led by the fanatic 
Bey of Tunis, these ruthless 
rovers pillaged, burned and 
killed wayfarers of every na- 
tionality plying the Mediter- 
ranean in defenseless merchant 
ships. 

By the year 1803, the situation 
had grown completely intoler- 
able, The wily Bey, fearing the 
might of the British and French 
navies, had made his peace with 
these powers. But ships flying 
the Stars and Stripes were easy 
game for his cutthroats.

The United States was still 
weak from the gigantic struggle 
for freedom. Its navy was small, 
poorly-manned and badly- 
‘armed. The young nation was 


(Struggling in the first pangs of 


its growing pains, Overseas,com- 
merce was the life-blood of the 
Republic and the Mediterranean 
Sea led to the rich markets of 
Asia Minor, Spain and Italy. 
But the Barbary pirates held 
his vital sea lane in a deadly grip. 
After they had made peace with 
the British and French, the full 
might of the sea raiders was 
turned against the United States. 
Under the treaty with Eng- 
land and France, those nations 
paid a monthly tribute to the 
Bey of Tunis. This permitted 
them unrestricted use of the 
Mediterranean. A similar settle- 
ment was offered to the United 
States. The answer was a ring- 
ing “NO”! Popular resentment 
fose quickly, and a clamor for 
action against the Barbary Pir- 
ates reached a patriotic peak. 
The spirit of the times was 


summed up in the ringing slogan, © 


“Millions for Defense~but not 
one cent for tribute’! Infuriated 
by the refusal of their terms, the 
Barbary Pirates—now aided by 
forces from Tripoli—attacked 
American shipping with increas- 
ing fury, Those hapless sailors 
who were not killed in the at- 
tacks of the pirates, were thrown 
into slave gangs, where they 
existed under the most inhuman 
conditions. 

Soon, hundreds of American 
citizens were prisoners of the 
corsairs. Popular indignation 
mounted in the United States 
and, although the navy was far 
from ready for extensive action, 
@ squadron under Commodore 
Preble set sail for the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, with orders to de- 
stroy the enemy, and protect all

The squadron, headed by the 
pride of the fledgling Navy, the 
48-gun frigate’ “Philadelphia,” 
arrived in enemy waters at the 
close of 1803, Among the com- 
ponents of the group was a man- 
of-war named the “Enterprise,” 
which was commanded by a 
twenty-four-year-old Lieuten- 
ant, who was destined to become 
one of the greatest naval heroes 
in our nation’s history. He was 
Stephen Decatur. Today, four 
cities in as many states, Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Illinois and In- 
diana, bear his name. 

But in 1803, there was no indi- 
cation that Decatur would ever 
be more than a capable naval 
officer. The deed which was to 
mark him in the nation’s archives 


as a hero, was still months awa ' 
Oddly, the feat which 


most heartbreaking tasks ever 
confront an American officer, 
came about on a day in Fel 
ary, 1804. 


seeking out the ships of the Bats te 
bary pirates. It met with som 
success, and its powerful ten a1 
twelve-pound guns belched de 
struction to the villainous cor 
sairs. The accurate gunnery of - 
the Americans soon taught th 
Pirates that the Stars and Stripes — 
did not fly over the heads of cows 
ards. The Philadelphia was the 
answer to the insults and humili« — 
ation of the past, Its roaring — 
cannon were a song of defiance — 
which made the pirates of Al- 
giers, Tunis and Tripoli tremble 
in the knowledge of the retribu- — 
tion that was surely heading 7 
their way. The noise of friendly 
cannon fire brought the light of — 
hope’ into the eyes of American 
prisoners, and their pinched 
faces wore smiles, as news of the 
Philadelphia's successes reached 
them in their dungeon cells, 

But the wily Pirates were not 
yet defeated. If they could not — 
beat the great Frigate in open 
battle, they would destroy it by 
some ruse. It was a simple plan 
they worked out. . ]

The Philadelphia, on one of 
its scouting trips, met up with a 
fleet of small ships manned by 
the Pirates. These turned heel — 
and fled, hotly pursued by the 
eager Preble, who impatiently 
paced the quarterdeck of his 
ship, ordering his crew to hoist 
as much sail as possible, for this

True, the giant was immobile, 

but far from helpless. Preble 
knew that the Bey did not want 
| 10 destroy the Philadelphia if at 
all possible. With such a prize, 
"manned by Barbary pirates, he 
‘could readily sweep the seas, 
“and no merchantman would be 
safe. 
__ Realizing that his ship was 
hopelessly trapped, Preble or- 
dered every gun to action. For 
hours, the broadsides of the ship 
pounded the harbor works of 
‘Tripoli, with some shells from 
“the bigger guns smashing into 
the heart of the city. 

But as night began to’fall and 
under cover of darkness, pirate 
craft commenced surrounding 
the ship. Preble ordered his men 
to abandon their posts, and man 
the longboats. 

An attempt was made to scut- 
tle the Philadelphia but due to 
a sudden pirate attack, it was 
abandoned, and the Americans 
escaped as best they could. 
‘Some, including Preble, man- 
aged to reach the squadron, and 
Decatur’s ship, the Enterprise 
was made flag-ship. Others, not 
so fortunate, were captured or 
fell fighting on the decks of the 
frigate which was taken with 
great jubilation by the pirates.

The situation was serious. 
Little damage had befallen the 
Philadelphia. In a short time, 
the Tripolitanians, would man- 


age to refloat the vessel. Then, 
with such a powerful weapon, 
they would indeed become the 
scourge of the seas. 

All through the anxious night, 
the Americans manned their 
battle-stations, eyes straining in 
the darkness, for any sudden 
movement in the harbor. They 
knew that the pirates were fev- 
erishly working to free their 
prize. 

Asthesun rose, it was seen that 
the hard-working Pirates had 
succeeded. In all its majesty, 
the mighty Philadelphia rode 
easily at anchor, while all around 
it swarmed the small craft of 
the corsairs. Through telescopes, 
it was apparent that they were 
putting the ship in order, and it 
remained only for minor techni- 
cal difficulties to be ironed out 
before the guns of the frigate 
would be turned against the 
Americans. Worst of all, at the 
masthead in place of Old Glory, 
flew the crescent and star of the 
Mohammedan corsairs.

Commodore Preble knew that 
there was only one course to 
take, He called young Decatur to 
his cabin and gave him a single 
order, “Destroy the Philadel- 
phia.

But it had 
to be done.

The trigger-fast mind of De- 
catur soon hit on a workable 
plan. There were several cap- 
tured, pirate small-boats with the 
squadron. They were fast and 
easily maneuvered with a shal- 
low draft. 

Selecting ten men, Decatur 
briefed them on the job ahead. 
They would disguise themselves 
as Barbary fishermen. The craft 
was to be loaded with inflam- 
mables. At midnight, they would 
enter the harbor, reach the Phila- 
delphia, overwhelm the guard 
and set the great ship afire, get- 
ting away as best they could. It 
was a daring plan, but this was 


the only hope left to the Ameri- 
cans.

That night, the ten men and 
Decatur prepared to make the 
sacrifice. Silently they slipped * 
into their small-boat. They could 
see the Philadelphia silhouetted 
in the moonlight, 

Tense, terrible minutes slipped 
by, as the men, crouching in the 
shadows, each clutching a cut- 
lass and pistol, waited until the 
precise moment they would 
strike. 

Their boat-scraped against the 
frigate. With a shout, Decatur 
leaped for the anchor rope, and 
pulled himself aboard hand- 
over-hand closely followed by 
the others. The startled pirates 
who manned the captured ship 
never knew what was happen-. 
ing. Like wild men, the Ameri- 
cans cut them down with flash~ 
ing cutlasses, 

They worked with the fury of 
men possessed. Quickly the in- 
flammables were set in place. 
Decatur gave the signal. A flam- 
ing torch was dropped into the 
hold of the ill-fated ship, and 
the raiders fled to the small-boat 
that bobbled at the side of the 
warship.
